rooms. 


On tho score ol economy alone, tak- 


ing into consideration the care and 
heating of tho buildings and fixed en 
ever head charges generally, this plan 
of housing children, which has grown 
up during- a long term of years ami 
v, ithout a far-seeing or comprehensive 
Hcheme, i3 wasteful. - 


On the score ot efficiency and ihi 


administration of tho school depart- 
ment In such ii- way as to get the best 
possible- results from the money ex- 
pended, such scattering of children at 
*o many points throughout tho city - 
has practically nothing to recommen.l

If wo had fewer and . better 
and 


larger buildings, buildings, let us say, 
which wculd In almost every case ac- 
commodate 500 or 600 pupils, super- 
vision could be more regular and thor- 
ough, the grading of pupils could bo 
adapted better 
to their needs,

the progessive one also could bo treat- 
ed better, and special classes, which 
we need greatly' could be arranged 
are carried on.

IK, all things considered, a 


very compact city and the distance:!

Careful, comprehensive study of tho 


school population, present, school dis- 
tricts, and the conditions whicii aro 
likely to prevail during the next 10 
or 20 years would lead to ths adoption . 
of 'a large and coherent plan for tho 
proper housing of the school children 
of Lowell; and such a. plan would bo 
in reality a saving and economical on? 
for tho city, particularly when we con- 
sider to what an extent a largo amount 
nf discarded property would contribute 
toward the cost of new buildings, 
while the decreased cost of mainte- 
nance- and tuition, on account of bot-.
